ansas City, Mo., Sept. I.—-The peo­ 
ple of Missouri kept up with a vim 
the roar of enthusisastic welcome 
which is following Theodore Roose­ 
velt everywhere in his wanderings 
through the West. 
The crowds which blocked the street 
of Kansas City cheered him when 
ever he made an appearance, and the 
three speeches he made here were 
received with shouts of approval. 


Defines Political Status 
The colonel was told that he was 
an insurgent through and through in 
a song sung in his honor at luncheon 
today, but he said it would be better 
to call him a progressive. The mem­ 
bers of the Commercial Club, who 
were entertaining him, cheered his 
definition of his political status. 
It was raining hard when Col. 
Roosevelt, after stopping at Kansas 
City, Kans., to make a speech, reach­ 
ed this city. In spite of the rain 
thousands of people were at the sta­ 
tion to see him. After a parade thru 
the business section of the city and 
the lunch the Colonel went to 
the 
Westport High School, in the south­ 
ern part of the city, and talked to 
the pupils. 
He wound up the day by making a 
speech to the throngs that Ailed the 
Auditorium. His speech was 
about 
honesty in public and private life. 


Tnt tile Was Blocked 
The crowds which came upt to see 
Col. Roosevelt jammed the sidewalks 
and at points blocked traffic. /The 
Colonel 
was 
cheered 
continuously 
and was kept os his feet bowing and 
waving his hand. 
On the way to and from the school­ 
house the Colonel was escorted by 
a squad of police mounted on motor­ 
cycles. Being exempt from the oper­ 
ation of the speed laws for the time, 
the Colonel’s chauffeur opened wide 
the throttle and whizzed over the 
boulevards at a rate that made the 
ex-President jam his hat down hard 
and gasp for breath. 
The auditorium of the High School 
was crowded with students when the 
Colonel arrived, and they stood on 
their feet and gave him the Chautau­ 
qua salute, while at the same time 
the shouted at the top of their voices. 
As soon as they would let him speak, 
the Colonel said he had a confession 
to make; that he was a little afraid 
of the audience, because half of it was 
composed of girls, whom he never 
knew how to handle. 
Is Afraid of Girl Audience. 
“I have four boys of ray own.’’ 
said he, ‘and only two girls. The 
girls were both in charge of their 
mother until they grew up, and then 
they took charge of me. They have 
treated me kindly, but firmly.” 
Col. Roosevelt related stories 
of 
his African hunt. 
Before he departed, however, 
he 
gave them some advice. To the girls 
he said; 
“I don t like to have a girl dance 
all night, so that she will be tired the 
next morning when her mother wants 
something from the second story." 
His Advice ti) Boyg 
His advice to boys was given in 
terms of football. It was: 
“Don’t shirk, don’t foul and hit the 
line hard.” 
Col. Roosevelt’s speech in Conven­ 
tion Hall tonight was his principle 
address of the day. He said that hon­ 
esty should not be made a party 
matter and that the first man to at­ 
tack a scoundrel should be the man 
in the scoundrel’s own party. He 
spoke of corruption in New York. 
Missouri, Illinois and California, and 
said the duty of the people was to 
war witfi equal sterns ess against the 
1 corrupt man of great wealth and the 


small man who makes a trad*-1 of cor­ 
ruption. 
"We need laws which shall put 
the corporation out of business, so 
far as concerns corrupting the ser­ 
vants of the public and betraying 
the rights of the people.” he said. 
‘J he people of this country will 
get justice from the corporations on­ 
ly after they do justice to them and 
rigidly exact it from them.”

Guthrie, Okla., Sept. I.—Attorney 
General West and other attorneys 
representing Gov. Haskell and Okla­ 
homa City in the capital removal 
case tonight filed briefs in the State 
Supreme Court outiinging their ar­ 
gument in support of the attempted 
removal of .the seat of government 
from here to Oklahoma City based 
upon the election of June 14.

Auditor Trapp stated today that hp 
would not open a branch office in 
Oklahoma City and the quarters re­ 
served in the Old High School Build­ 
ing there have been placed at Gov. 
Haskell’s disposal.
